We  have 
not  generated  a Scribe  EDD  that  we  have  sent  to  any  customers,  so  I have  never  received  any 
feedback  regarding  whether  or  not  the  Scribe  EDDs  generated  by  Element  in  this  format  are 
compliant  or  have  problems.  I did  just  create  an  EDD  using  the  “EPA  Scribe”  option  using  some 
old  metals  results  and  the  system  did  generate  a file,  so  at  least  that’s  encouraging.
